The temperature table shows Jan- 
uarf this year was also a very mild 
month, the mean temperature being 


22.71, the highest since the winter 
of 1925-26, with the single exception 
of 1930-31. December thig winter 
went to the other extreme as the 
coldest in six years. 

Very high temperatures have been 
1ecorded to date this month, ani if 
the mild weather continues Febru- 
ary 1934 promises to be the mildest 
in many years. On Feb. 12 the ther- 
mometer rose to 60 degrees above. 
Nine days of this month the temper- 
ature has been well over 60. Up to 
today the average maximum for 
February is 49.43, and the minimum 
22.43, with a mean of 35.93. 


The whole of western Canada 18 
experiencing the mild weather, and 
at some points in Alberta the ther- 
mometer has been boosted above the 
60 degree mark. 

Flowers are blooming in Okotoks 
district, and gardeners are fearful 
of the danger to their perennials if 
the warm weather should be follow- 
ed by severe cold. Trees will also 
be endangered by a cold snap, as 
extreme cold will kill a tree in which 
the sap is beginning to run.

Oats, baled hay, and baled green 
feed is being shipped in from Olds, 
Vegreville, ard other northern 
points to Makepeace and Crowfoot 
farmers who have applied for fodder 
relief from the provincial govern- 
ment. 

Sergt. J. N. Cawsey and Const. 
Fenn of the R.C.M.P. are in charge 
of this relief matter. The police 
have received fifty applications for 
fodder relief, most of them from 
Crowfoot and Makepeace, and some 
from Hussar district. 


The feed is shipped in freight free 
and {s costing 26 cents a bushel for 
oats and $7.00 a ton for baled hay. 
These prices, it is stated, are lower 
than the price asked for feed {n this 
district. The feed relief ig in the 
nature of a loan, the government 


taking a IJen on the 1934 crop. The 
lien is a first charge against the 
crop.
